830,000 Tons of 
Irish Beet For 


Sugar Factories 


ORE than 830,000 tons of beet 

were collected and forwarded 

to the four Irish sugar factories at 

Carlow, Thurles, Tuam and Mallow 
by road and rail this season.

| employed in this theatre—though 
it is small enough by Western 
standards — to bombard the 
bridgeheads, and observers on the 
spot are convinced that there will 
be a bitter battle for Mandalay. 
Lord Louis Mountbatten may 
congratulate himself, however, on 
the fact that the troops under his 
‘command have advanced upon 
the capital of Central Burma so 
rapidly. This is one of the most 
difficult campaigning countries 
involved in the present war. In 
1940, the total length of“ motor- 
able roads in Burma was only 
about 12,000 miles, of which a 
large part was impassable during 
the rains of the monsoon season. 
Mountains, jungle, rivers and 
swamp have combined to render 
the passage of modern 
mechanised forces difficult, and 
warfare on anything like the 
Western plan has had to be dis- 
catded in favour of the effort of 
the individual infantryman. All 
supplies have had to be trans- 
ported through India, whence 
they have followed the northern 
army by way of the single-track 
railway to north-eastern Assam 
and the newly-made Ledo road; 
the forces on the Chindwin have 
been supplied by the same rail- 
way and the motor-road ‘through 
Kohima and Imphal. Naturally, 
these handicaps have put a brake 
upon the speed of the. Allied 
advance. Now, however, the 
tables laave been turned to some 
extent. Akyab, the important 
coastal town in Arakan, through 
which the Japanese forces in 
Central Burma have been 
supplied, is in Allied hands, and 
landings have been made on 
several islands further to the 
south along the coast. Con- 
sequently, the immediate supply- 
route is closed to the Japanese, 
while the Allies, if they 
succeed in taking Mandalay and 


*| penetrating beyond it, will have 


on their right flank a port 
through which their material may 
be imported. The fact remains 
that the Allied armies in 
Burma have achieved. much 
greater success than could have 
been anticipated even a couple 
of months ago. They have 
achieved their first object — 
the road to China is open, and 
lorries with war materials already 
are rolling through. Mandalay is 
the second great objective; then 
their way would lie southwards to 
Rangoon. 

General MacArihur, on Luzon, 
has been making no less 
spectacular progress. Only three 
weeks have passed since his huge 
invasion of the island, 120 miles 
from Manila; and it was con- 
fidently predicted at the time that 
the Japanese would fight every 
foot of that distance. Neverthe- 
less, his forces are reported now 
within 25 miles of the capital, 
and no major battle appears to 
have developed so far. Perhaps, 
the Japanese commander is 
reserving his forces for a decisive 
encounter in the narrow central 
plain. He has had plenty of time 
to prepare his defences during 
two years of occupation, and it 
is almost inconceivable that he 
should lack the power, in men 
Or materials, to counter-attack 
on a large scale. His problem is 
complicated, however, by the 
landings, this week, on the west 
coast of Luzon, of troops which 
would take any defending army 
in the central plain upon its left 
flank. Yesterday’s landings to 
the south-west of Manila con- 
stitute an additional threat to the 
capital. Numerous airfields, in- 
cluding the well-known Clark 
Field, have fallen to . General 
MacArthur, who thus is in a 
position to give his men effective 
aerial support. For him, as for 
the Allied leaders in Burma, the 
main problems are those of 
logistics—which a commentator 
described recently as the art of 
“getting the right number of 
men to the right place with the 
right equipment at the right 
time.” “With the right equip- 
ment” is an important phrase. 
Every ounce of equipment used 
by these American forces has to 
be brought by sea, principally 
from America. The round 
voyage, for a merchant ship, 
takes about five months. Un- 
loading, owing to lack of good 
harbours, has to be done on 
beaches in the most difficult con- 
ditions, though the capture of the 
important base of Olongapo, on 
Subic Bay, ought to simplify this 
problem. What is more, a truly | pe 
enormous quantity of stores and 
equipment is required to sustain 
the fighting forces. In the 
original landing, it was esti- 
mated that ten tons of material 
had to be landed for every “single 
‘man who went ashore; and these 
supplies must be maintained con- 
stantly. On the other hand, it
